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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-10,12,14-48 and 50-58 , renumbered 1-55 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art Palermo, US 6,45-,882, having a common inventor, 

discloses an inductive communication system wherein multiple, orthogonally arranged 
transducers are used in a base unit to provide a magnetic field. Palermo, however fails 
to explicitly disclose wherein identifying a position in space of a first transducer 
assembly based on the magnitudes of the magnetic field signals received. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."

US 5,798,490 discloses a procedure and apparatus for determining the 
position of an elevator car.
